The dreular eHoieisB ring haa beoonte a temporary cage fior a y^ung r^ew ttger. This tger, or aeolhier animal, nNgN liv* th«rt 
for up Ip a month more. This Cega dtd not have adequate shelter from the effecls Of SunRghf er>d from rem. 

For anirridls staying tri the araiw cage, H is necessary to provide dna or mom sbrudures Ihel bfpck. rain and effiscis of 
anglad sunliglit. Tlw number and- site cf sheltered enses in e cage has to be nght fer Ihe number of aniniBle sfming the 
space.
